Ottawa.—Reconstitution of the 
Canadian Wheat Board, with compul- 
sory powers, as requested in the mem- 
orandum of the Canadian Council of 
Agriculture and pressed. for by Pro- 
gressive members of the Hotse of 
Commons, is ultra vires the ‘Parlia- 
ment of Canada, according to an opin- 
ion by the Deputy Minister of Justice, 
FE. L. Newcombe, and tabled in the 
Commons by the Prime Minister, Hon. 
Ww. L. Mackenzie King. 

Mr. Newcombe, whose opinion is 
concurred in by, Sir Lomer Gouin, 
Minister of Justice, and Hon. D. D. 
McKenzie, Solicitor-General, holds 
|}that the appointment of a Wheat 
Board, with compulsory powers, inter- 
feres .with the rights of provinces and 
of individuals and is, _ therefore, 
{against the provisions of the British 
North America Act, 1867. Parlia- 
ment, however, has an undoubted

British Electrical 
Research 


, Interesting Results Have Been Secur- 


ed by Investigators and 
Scientists 

While an increasing amount of elec- 
trical research work continues to be 


done by individual electrical engineer- 


-ing firms in Great Britain, co-opera- 


tive research is being developed on an 
ambitious scale. The Research As- 
sociation formed by the British Elec- 
trical and Allied Manufacturers is ex- 
pend £8,000 a year for 5 years on 
this type of research, which is aimed 
at the benefit of all concerned in the 
electrical industry.. This | financial 
arrangement was made at a time of 
acute dépression in the world’s trade 
and it will probably be greatly better- 
ed when conditions improve. While 


‘this sum: in itself may not appear 


large, British research workers have 
the faculty of getting very valuable 
results from a very modérate expen- 
diture. The Royal Institution of 
Great Britain, in which Humphrey 
Davy, Faraday, Dowar and other fam- 


. ous. scientists made their valuable 


discoveries, did not expend much 
more than*£100,000 on research over 
a period of 100 years. Practically 
every leading section of industry. in 
Great Britain has its organized co- 
operative research. association. In 
the case of brass, copper and other 
metals not containing iron, a great 
deal of very interesting research 1s 
now being carried on. The casting 
of brass, the influence of impurities 
on the worknig of copper, the- electric 
melting of non-ferreous metals, and 
the grinding, jointing and polishing of 
such metals, are being closely studied. 
Perhaps the most important part of 
this research lies in the investigation 
of cerrosion: The production of rust- 
less iron and steel has stimulated the 
brass and other industries to give at- 
tention to the acuses of corrosion. It 
is stated that the examination of tarn- 
ishing, which is the first stage to- 
wards corrosion, has already. yielded 
very interesting results. . 


Trees About’ Prairie Schools 

A short time ago:very few school 
districts in’ the prairie. provinces 
planted trees about the schoolhouse, 
but in. the last three years the num- 
ber has been steadily increasing. This 
year in Saskatchewan alone 150 
school districts will plant trees. The 
seedling trees are obtained from the 
Dominion Forest Nursery Station at 
Indian Head, Sask.

The spring weather of the west is 
more favorable to the fox puppy. 
During the months of February, 
March and sometimes April, fox pup- 
pies are born, In the east during 
these months there is a considerable 
amount of rain and damp snow fall. 
The mother fox goes out and gets 
more or less wet and when she reé- 
turns to the den to her young they 
are subject to more or less contact 
with this moisture and are often chill- 
ed and develop pneumonia, sometimes 
they die from this. 


Now in the west you have clear dry 
sunshine during this ~ period, which 
is certainly favorable to the fox pup. 

The number of fox pups raised 
should be from one-half to one and 
one-half per cent. higher in the west 
than in: the east, from exactly the 
same stock, other conditions being 


equal. 


The average on: P.E. Island is be- 
tween two and three pups to the “Nit- 
ter, depending on weather conditions 


and four pups to the litter in the 
west. Another condition favorable 
to the west is the-available amount 
of cheap food. The east has to pay 
two, three and sometimes four times 
as much for most things that the fox 
eats. . -

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Consider the Lowly Prune 


Its Food Value and Health Giving 
Properties Not Always 
Understod 
Perhaps ‘no other dried fruit is 
quite so generally used as the prune; 
nor is there any of more value in the 
diet. But how seldom you find this 
fruit properly cooked or prepared ix 


it lends itself. For that reason 
prunes are not as highly esteemed as 
they should be. 
Poorly cooked prunes are certainly 
uninviting, and if the fruit has not 
been soaked in cold water for several 
hours (over night is best) they will 
not be satisfactory. Long soaking 


and slow-soaking bring out the natur-' 


al sugars and flavor. To prepare the 
fruit it should be well washed and 
soaked, in warm water to cover, then 
cooked slowly in the water in which 
it was soaked until tender, but not 
broken. Cooked by this method, 
sugar will not usually be necessary, 
but if so, add after the prunes’ are 
cooked but still hot, enough to dis- 
solve the sugar; or remove the prunes 
add sugar to juice and cook somewhat 
thickened, ; 

The cooked prunes may then be 
served at once, but are much improv- 
ed by standing -twenty-four hours. 
Prepared in this way, the fruit will 
be plump and well seasoned to the 
centre. A few slices of lemon, 
orange, or a stick of cinnamon offer a 
pleasing variety of flavors. The 
prune juice itself provides one of the 
most healthful, natural syrups. ‘It is 
often recommended for invalids, and 
offers one of the most harmless and 
efficient laxatives that can be given 
to children. 

The chief nutritive element in 
dried fruits generally is sugar, while 
the greatest value to teh diet is de- 
rived from their mineyal salts.

—a side issue, an after-thought, in our 
scheme of unplanned meals. Scienve, 
however, has proved fruit to be an 
absolute necessity in every well-bal- 
anced diet. © This explains why: phy- 
sicians, dietitians and domestic scien- 
tists for years have been urging the 
increasing importance of fruit in the 
daily fare..

Specimen Found in Hawaiian Islands 
Unknown to Science 

A strange fish story is reported 
from Honolulu, Hawaiian Islands.

London Drivers Profit by Indifference 
of Owners 

‘Scotland Yard, naturally, is a 
clearing house for lost articles, and in 
a city of this size it may easily be sur- 
mised that the lost article feature of 
the metropolitan policeman’s business 
is somewhat extensive. However, it 
is not the large number of things lost 


that is of special interest, but the ap- ° 


parent indifference of many of the 
owners as to whether they ever get 
them back or not. Most of the losses 
occur in public vehicles. Umbrellas, 
of course, lead the list, a fair average 
yeaf’s gathering in of these useful, if 
despised articles, being 23,000. 

. Everything found in a public veh- 
icle and not claimed within three 
months is returned to the driver who 
handed it in, if on a final appeal by 


the police, just before the three 
months expire, the owner.is not 
forthcoming. If the goods are 


claimed, the driver gets 12 1-2 per 
cent. of the value thereof, except as 
to jewelry, upon which he gets 15 
per cent. up to the value of £10, 
after which the percentage dwindles 
down. The police notify the public 
through .advertisements in the news- 
papers, yet last month 500 articles 
were distributed among the drivers 
of vehicles because there were no 
claimants for then. 

Among the lost articles which have 
been in the cupboards ‘of the police 
for almost three months are an os- 
trich plume fan and a beautiful fur 
stole, worth £100. These are cer- 
tainly worth claiming if the owners 
are still in London, which may be 
doubtful. 

One of the “lost” things picked up 
by the police not long ago was an 
African tree bear, which its owners 
left asleep in a taxicab, However, 
the owner turned up the next day 
and recovered his pet.
